Two operations In particular 
have brought him recognltlou— keratolomy, l.e., 
an operation which reduces myopia wllhln ten 
dioptres, and Ihe grafting of arUflclal lenses. 

Today artificial lenses arc manufactured in 
many countries, and yet, ophthalmologists pre- 
fer lenses made In the USSR. Their size Is neg- 
ligible, and they only weigh eight milligrams. 
It should be added that I in plantation techniques 
for tho lenses are very simple and take no longer 
than 20 or 30 seconds. The mosi Important thing, 
however, Is the curative effect of the lens: 06 
per coni ot peoplo operated on have 00 to 100 
per cent of their vision restored. And most 
patients have been able to return to their for- 
mer professions, pilots included.

The complex has also helped 
replenish water resources In the 
two fraternal republics, and lour 
power blocks at a hydroelectric 
station rated al 100 thousand 
kilowatts a ycai hove gone into 
operation.

The new technology will al-' 
low a 12 to 15 per cent saving 
m steel by comparison to the 
traditional moulding method.

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Trade between the USSR and 
Morocco Is brisk amt growing 
steadily os is shown by the fact 
that last year U was worth 170 
million roubles. 

Tho traditional Soviet export 
items to Morocco are oil and 
sawn timber, glass and medi- 
cines. In recent years there has 
been a considerable increase in 
supplies of a number of chemical 
products — ammonia, carbamide 
and potassium chloride. Soviet 
oil Is, of course, particularly Im- 
portant for tho Moroccan 
economy, a country with meagre 
national energy resourcea of tta 
own. Soviet oil accounts for a 
major share in the total volume 
of liquid fuel exported to Mo- 
rocco. Soviet exports of mach- 
inery, equipment and Instru- 
ments, Including various 
machine tools, and tractors and 
agricultural equipment, which 
are badly needed by Moroccan 
farmers, may become a highly 
Important and promising Beld of 
mutual trade cooperation. 

Soviet-Moroccan economic 
and technical cooperation la not 
confined to phosphateB. In past 
years the Soviet Union has 
helped Morocco tn the construc- 
tion of such Important projects 
as the Mansour Eddahbi hydro- 
power complex, the Jerada heal 
and power station and the Mou- 


Jal Yousef hydropower station. 
Cooperation In putting Moroc- 
co's rich fuel shale deposits to 
good use ts developing success- 
fully. Sovlel geologists have as- 
sisted In locating new deposits 
of cobalt, zinc, lead and mag- 
nesites, and a map of Morocco's 
minerals, tho first to bo Issued 
In the counlry. has been com- 
plied and published with the as- 
sistance of Sovlel experts. Co- 
operation tn the field of sea fish- 
ing is being started. But today 
the main emphasis is Indisput- 
ably on phosphales.
